llot laws. The Australian ballot system is 
at the bottom of it. The second authorizes the 
legislature to take 1 per cent of the permanent 
school fundand placeit tothe credit of the 
school fund. The fact that thé public schools 
of Texas are not kept open more than four 
months in the year, and the teachers are forced 
to wait for their pay, is at the bottom of this 
amendment. 

The third provides that the legal rate of in- 
terest shall not be more than 10 per cent per 
annum, and in contracts, where the rate is nut 
stated, it shall be 6 per cent. . The Farmers’ 
Alliance is at the bottom of this. The fourth 
gives more extended facilities for adopting 
and enforcing local prohibition. The fifth pro- 
vides for the creation of additional courts and 
criminal appeals. The polls closed ot 6 o’clock 
p- m., and advices from all parts of the state 
show that all the amendments were carried. 


THE NEGRO AS A LABORER. 


Is He Increasing in Efficiency and Does 
Education Help Him? 
CuatTanooca, Tenn., August 12.—The 
Tradesman will publish in its issue of 
August 15th avery complete and thoroughly 
reliable resume of the status of negro laborin 
the soutu. The article is the result of facts 
and statements obtained from about two hun- 
dred labor employers, and every southern state 
is represented. These employers give work to 
nearly 7,500 colored persons. The highest 
wages reportedias paid to skilled negro workers 
is $3,00 perday, the lowest $1.10, and the 
average wages $1.75, and 987 skilled negro 
laborers are reported as under employment. 
The highest wages reported as paid to 831 
unskilled negro laborers was $1.50 per day; 
the lowest 60 cents and the average $1.10 per

ing asked if colored labor is as good 
as white, twenty-seven employers of 
the 1,379 colored laborers say they see 
no difference; thirty-five, hiring 1,447, prefer 
white labor, and forty-nine, employing 3,214, 
prefer them to white labor. The question, 
‘Is the negro increasing in efficiency as a 
laborer?’’ was answered in the aflirmative by 
sixty-seven employers of 2,413; in the negat- 
ive by forty-three, who employ 2,279, and tif 
teen who give work to 1,30, say they see no 
change. 

Another question was, ‘‘Do youintend tocon- 
tinue the employment of colored labor?’’ Two 
thousand one hundred and nine, employing 
6,670, answer ‘‘yes,’’ two each employing 1,000 
ge, ood and sixteen hiring 411, are in doubt. 

e most interesting part of the article re- 
lates to the effect which education has had on 
the younger generation of the colored race as 
to their efticiency as laborers and also as to 
what effect education has had on the race gen- 
erally as laboring men. To these questions 
139 replies were received, and every southern 
state is represented. Thirty employers, hav- 
ing 2,860 colored workmen, say the education 
the younger generation has received has been 
beneficial to them as laborers, and that educa- 
tion has been of aid to the laborers of the race in 
general; thirteen employing 392 are in doubt 
on the subject, and ninety-six who employ 
3,829 say that such education as the younger 
of the colored race have received has not been 
of benetit to them as laborers, and that gener- 
ally speaking it detracts from a negro’s efii- 
ciency as a laborer to educate him.

THE LATE CHIEF OF POLICE OF 
MIDDLESBOROUGH. 


HE PLAYED THE SUNDAY SCHOOL RACKET 


And at the Same Time Was the “Stake” for 
All the Gamblers and Thugs of 
the County. 


Mippiesporoves, Ky., August 12.—[Spe- 
cal.]—The report that reached this city early 
this morning that ex-Chief of Police V. M. 
Hill had been arrested in Cincinnati for 
Swindling Italian laborers, caused consider- 
able surprise and excitement. 

Hill was popular in every sense, for as an 
officer he was brave, bold and daring, but as a 
citizen he possessed the strong passions of a 
man of his type, and was said to be suscepti- 
ble to bribes and corruption. 

HE WAS A DANDY CONDUCTOR. 

Before coming to Middlesborough in May, 
1890, he was for a long period freight conduc- 
tor on the Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
His run was between Louisville and Rowland, 
and Lebanon and Greensburg. He was also 
empluyed by the same company asa private 
detective, andjis said to have rendered valu- 
able services. He was elected first chief of 
police of Middlesborough in June, 1890, and 
served in that capacity until April last, when 
he was removed upon serious charges. It is 
claimed that he accepted bribes from gamblers 
and low women, appropriated money and 
property from parties he would arrest, then 
release them witheut trial. He also per- 
mitted gambling in its worst form to be in- 
dulged in for monetary considerations. 

HE WAS VERY PIOUS. 

During his sojourn he professed a high degree 
of piety, was a teacher in the Sunday schools, 
and in church circles was considered a mem- 
ber in high standing. 

After his dismissal from the police force, 
be joined issues with the lawbreakers, and 
opened a gambling saloon in the é6astern part 
of the city, which was frequented by many of 
the worst characters in town. 

THE ROLES HE PLAYED. 

It is further claimed that in the furtherance 
of his schemes he played the role of private 
Getective, frequently shadowing persons, and 
then threatening to expose them unless the 
cash money was forthcoming. 

At the time of the Gum Spring excitement 
in this city, early in July, Captain Hill did 
allin his power to thwart the efforts of the 
police in their endeavor to catch the toughs, 
who had succeeded in drawing the officers in 
an ambush, which resulted in the wounding 
of two constables and the subsequent lynch- 
ing of one of the rioters. It is even claimed 
that Hill was the instigator of that unfortu- 
nate affair. 

&£ GRUDGE AGAINST THE TOWN. 

Since his dismissal from the force he has 
nursed a terrible grudge against the mayor, 
the council and the better class of citizens 
generally. 

His plan of operations has been to secure for 
small wages Italian laborers who were unable 
to speak English and then have some contrac- 
tor toemploy them at regular rates, and he 
would make the differences. Ashe had hun- 
dreds working under him he was enabled to 
make considerable money weekly. Another 
scheme was to induce Italians to pay him a fee 
in consideration of his obtaining work for 
them and as these fees were paid in advance, 
Hill would then disappear leaving the poor 
fellows to shift for themselves. 

HE WAS VERY IMPORTANT. 

At other times in his roll as private detec- 
tive, he would impress the Italians with the 
importance and magnitude of his office, and 
after gaining their confidence would induce 
them to deposit their money and wages with 
him for safe keeping. It is useless to state 
that these sums were seldom seen again by the 
poor sons of Italy. While chief officer he al- 
lowed mafy criminals to escape from the 
lockup, and then plead that the building was 
not secure enough to hold them. A few 
months ago he was married to a young lady 
from southwestern Missouri and the two have 
been living here since. — 


THE GUARD REPULSED THEM. 


A Mob Attempts to Lynch a Prisoner in 
Maryland. 

Port Tosacco, Md., August 12.—Early 
yesterday morning an attempt was made by a 
body of armed mén to force an entrance into 
the county jail for the supposed purpose of 
lynching Rye, who shot young Wheeler, a 
school teacher, about a week ago. The party 
tried to force an entrance through the front 
door and succeeding in breaking out one of 
the outside panels they found the door 
was lined with heavy sheet iron. The guard 
on the inside opened fire on the crowd as soon 
as the attack was made and fired twenty-one 
shots in quick succession. 

The mob withdrew and left town. It is not 
known that any one was hurt. 

It is supposed the lynching party came from 
Nanjemoy, where the homicide was committed 
and included about thirty well-armed and dis- 
guised men. Itis not thought that another 
attempt will be made by the lynchers to get 
into the jail, but that the law will be allowed 
to take its course.

CRUSHED 10 DEATH. 


ACCIDENT £0 4 PARTY OF PICK: 
NICKERS. 


THE UPPER DECK OF A BARGE GIVES WAY. 


Fourteen of the Excursionists Below Are 
Crushed to Death and Many 
Others Injured. 


Mrixgo.a, Lona Istanp, N. Y., August 12. 
—[{Special,}—The employes of Theodore Kaiser 
of Graham avenue, Brooklyn, went on an 
excursion to Laurelton Grove, Cold Water 
harbor, Long Island today on the steamer 
Crystal Stream, and the Barge Republic. 
There were 800 persons crowded together. 
The upper deck of the barge suddenly,in a 
heavy squall, strack the barge and the upper 
deck gave way, pinioning about fifty persons. 
Fourteen persons were instantly killed and 
thirty wounded. The injured were taken to 
Oyster Bay for treatment. 

The excursion barge was just clearing the 
dock on the return to Brookiyn, when the 
vessel was struck by a heavy squall and was 
dashed with force t the dock. . It 
was in the midst of a terrible thunderstorm 
and the waves ran high. Some persons think 
that the mast of the b on which the people 
were killed, was struck by lightning, but 
is not known. 

All was excitement and confusion and the 
women and children became panic-stricken 
and were running about the boat screaming 
wildly. Thesky was dark and threatening. 
The sea was fearfully wild. Before the un- 
fortunate people could realize their great 
danger, the upper deck of the barge 
down with a htful crash upon the surging 
wane ay age When the como set to 
work an © wreckage was cleared away, a 
terrible ht met the gaze of these 
who were laboring with desperate energy to 
save the unfortunate people. Fourteen per- 
sons lay dead on the lower deck, and upward 
of thirty were more or less severely injured, 
and their heartrending moans and calls for as- 
sistance lent additional horror to the terrible 
scene. e 

Some of those on the barge are sup to 
have fallen into the water, but up to 9 o’clock 
tonight no bodies had been washed ashore or 
recovered.

PRESIDENT WADDELL’S ADDRESS. 


A Lively Tilt Over Some Alliance 
Matters. 


THE STATE FAIR DECLARED OFF. 


Dr. Sam Hape, of Atlanta, Elected 
Secretary. 


Atnens, Ga., August 12.—[Special.]—The 
farmers have taken the city by storm and the 
agricultural society has settled down to busi- 


ness. 

This morning at9 o'clock the old college 
bell rang out, announcing the time of meeting, 
and the delegates began to fill the seats in the 


college chapel. 

When President Waddell called the society 
to order at half-past 9 o’clock, fully 200 dele- 
gates were in theie places ready to get down 


to work. 

Dr. C. W. Lane, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church of this city, opened the exercises with 
a short and fervid prayer. 

City Attorney Andrew J. Cobb, in the ab- 
sence of Mayor Brown, welcomed the farmers 
and the society in behalf of the city of Athens 
n a brief but eloquent speech, which was ap- 
plauded heartily by the convention. 

Colonel E. K. Lumpkin, secretary of the 
Farmers’ Club of Clarke county, delivered a 
hearty welcome to the society in behalf of his 
club. He said he had been of the opinion that 
one speech was enough, just as one good wife 
was enough forany man, But he was present 
to say that the/Farmers’ Club of Clarke county 
was heartily in sympathy with the work of the 
agricultural society and joined in the welcome 
to them. 

Professor H. C. White, president gf the 
State College of Agriculture and Mechanical 
Arts, was greeted with applause as he rose to 
welcome the convention. He welcomed the 
society because he was glad to have it meet 
here, but more so because in times past and 
present the society has so firmly stood by the 
college in all its needs. Dr. White spoke of 
what the state college was doing in the way of 
agricultural education and made clear the 
workings of the college that is laboring for 
the good of the agricultural interests of Geor- 


gia. 

Chancellor William E. Boggs, in behalf of 
the University of Georgia, in whose chapel the 
convention had assembled, delivered a short 
speech of welcome to the distinguished guests, 
He spoke of what the university was doing in 
the cause of education, and how it recognized 
in the State Agricultural Society a most po- 
tent factor in that cause. He said that the 
farmers were most interested in the higher 
education of the state, since over half of the 

boys who attend the university are farmers’ 
boys. The farmer has given to the state 
its three typical statesmen, Toombs, Hill and 
Stephens. Dr. Boggs paid a glowing tribute 
to the farmers and to the work the agricul- 
tural society was doing in the cause of agri- 
cultural education. Inthe course of his re- 
marks Dr. Boggs asked the delegates to look 
carefuily at the work the college is doing and 
if they saw that it was doing good to go home 

" determined to ask their representatives to aid 
it in every respect, not for the sake of its pro- 
fessors, but for the sake of the farmers’ boys of 

- the state. This brought out great applause 
from the delegates. The convention was then 
entertained with a song: “Help to the 
Farmer,”’ by a quartet composed of Messrs. C. 
H. Herty, M. K. Layton, H, H. Haleand W. 
A. Reaves. 

THE RESPONSES MADE. 

In response to the address of welcome, Hon. 
A. O. Barry, of Cuthbert, spoke in behalf of 
the. agricultural society. He said he was 
sharmed at the reception and the warm wel- 
come extended the delegates of the society, 
and if the speakers would come athim one at 
a tinne he would try to measure sentiments 
with them. Said Mr. Barry: 

“We knew that when we came into your 
midst we would find your doors opened to us 
and written across each door in shining letters, 
‘Welcome, thrice weicome.’ . We are proud of 
our Athens, andif the slury of the former 
Athens was her Athenaeum, ours is the grand 
old University of Georgia. If the former gave 
to the world her Demosthenes, we point with 

ride to our Hill, our Toombs, our Grady. 
his convention is not here to 
talk of politics, third party or 
subtreasiry, but they are here to talk about 
‘something better.” We are here to discuss 
the great subject of agriculture, and the 
greater question of education. Our farmers 
need education.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

President John O. Waddell arose and de- 
jivered his semi-annual address, He spoke of 
the pleasures arising from the visit to Athens 
where he had spent many years of his youth, 
and called up memories of cherished compan- 
ions now gove. 

“In the past,’’ said Colonel Waddell, ‘many 
learned essays have been read before this 
body, and many by men who could not be 
called practical farmers. The late David W. 
lewis, who could not be called a practical 
farmer, over twenty years ago advocated a 
plan for an experiment station such as we 
now have in Georgia. He also suggested that 
this place would be suitable for holding our 
conventions, and I am prepared to endorse 
his views.”’ , 

Colonel Waddell spoke of many farmers 
who were not strictly practical, and yet who 
had done much good. Two classes do all the 
work for the farmer. One thinks and writes: 
the other acts and carries out their thoughts 
aod suggestions.

COLONEL REDDING TALKS. 

Colonel R. J. Redding, director of the Geor- 
gia experimental station, made an address 
upon “The Cow Pea; Its Relation to Southern 
Agriculture.” It was directed to the advan- 
tages to be gained from the cultivation of the 
crop and the different methods to be used in 
that cultivation. It was shown to bea very 
fine fertilizer, andthe farmers were d to 


tained at the experimental station along 
this line were shown to be good. 

Colonel Redding discussed the oat crop and 
showed the results of experiments in oats that 
fertilized ground brought out forty-eight to 
sixty-two bushels per acre, while unfertilized 
ground brought only thirty-five bushels to the 


acre. 

Colonel James H. Fannin, of LaGrange, 
made a talk on the growing necessity of rais- 
ing home supplies, and diversifying the pro- 
ducts of the farm. He urged the farmers to 
plant less cotton, and begged ‘the members to 
consider well that question. 

Colonel Fannin said he was not satisfied 
with the report concerning the oats experi- 
ment. He referredto Mr. Hope Tignor, of 
Meriwether, who wason the floor of the 
house and had raised on one acreof land 152 
bushels. 

Captain Powell wasin favor of ae 
more cotton and driving the rest of the worl 
out of thetrade. The true way was to reduce 
the cosi of producing cotton. 

Mr. James Barrett, of Augusta, asked Mr. 
Powell how this could be done, and a hearty 
round of applause greeted it. 

Captain Powell did not answer fully, but 
yielded to Dr. E. D. Newton, who spoke con- 
cerning the state having an exhibit at the 
world’s fair. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

A letter from Hon. Charlton Way to Dr. E. 
D. Newton, concerning the state exhibit at 
the world’s fair at Chicago, was read. He 
suggested the formation of a company, such as 
is in Texas, to take charge of the matter. The 
manufacturing interests and railroads would 
aid, and the State Agricultural Society is 
urged to take action in the matter. 

ongressman Livingston, as chairman of the 
committee appointed at Savannah to consider 
this question, reported that the call for the 
committee meeting in Atlanta was withdrawn 
until Governor Northen’s convention had 
been held. Had it not been for that conven- 
tion, this committee would have met long 


since. 

Mr. Mell Branch, of Columbia county, 
asked Mr. Livingston if he wasn’t invited to 
that convention. Mr. Livingston replied that 
he was not. 

Mr. Livingston said he wasin favor of a 
committee from this body meeting with a 
committee from the state alliance that meets 
in Atlanta, and there with the farmers of 
Georgia all together they can settle the matter. 

He was of the opinion that the exhibit 
would not be of any special benefit to the farm- 
ers, and he did not believe the state would 
be disgraced without an exhibit. However 
he was in favor of an exhibit. 

On motion of Mr. J. J. Lampton, of Cedar- 
town, the same committee, consisting of J. C. 
Dell, J. O. Davis, first district; R. I. Den- 
mark, T. M. Howard, second district; W. L. 
Glessner, J. F. Murphy, third district; H. H. 
Cary, Roderick Leonard, fourth district; W. 
L. Peek, Samuel Hape, fifth district; Eden 
Taylor, Rev. Jemison, sixth district; Pearce 
Horne, R. T. Poole, seventh district; G. E. 
Heard, J. T. DeJarnette, eighth district; G.

Mr. Lampton reported that the committee 
appointed to ask the legislature for an appro- 
priation of $2,500 to the society was ready to 
report that the legislature could not constitu- 
tionally grant the sum. The motion was re- 
ceived and the committee discharged. 

Mr. Sligh, manager of the Augusta exposi- 
tion, was invited to a seat on the stage. 

The convention then adjourned for dinner. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The convention reassembled after dinner, 
and listened to an able address from the com- 
missioner of agriculture, Hon. R. T. Nesbitt, 
on the subject, ‘‘The Agricultural Depression 
of Our Country.’’ His remarks were full of in- 
struction. 

Congressman Livingston spoke on this sub- 
jéct, and laid great stress on the need of more 
money of a legal tender nature. He. also had 
something to say about the negro question, and 
the importance of settling it. 

A gentleman asked him how he was going 
to settle it, and Mr, Livingston replied: ‘We 
alliance folks have a little plan that will 
settle it.’’ 

But he didn’t say what the plan was. He 
strongly advised the decrease in acreage, and 
urged each farmer to tend only so much of 
his land as he could well look after. 


MR. MOORE TALKS. 


Mr. Moore, of Hancock, brought a smile to 
the features of the delegates as he arose, and 
soon had them storming with applause. He 
said he couldn’t talk like a scientist, but he 
knew that the phosphates of Georgia were 
good things, and should be utilized. 

Then he jumped on Mr. Livingston. 

“I'll tell the gentleman,”” said Mr. Moore, 
“‘what we need more than money. We need 
more children.’’ 

This was tumultuously applauded. 

Mr. Livingston come back at Mr. Moore, 
and said: 

“It is a fact that illiteracy is increasing at 
the rate of 17 per cent per annum in Georgia. 
What are you going to doabout educating 
them ?”’ 

‘‘Well,”’ said Mr. Moore, “Iam the father 
of twelve children, and they are all pretty well 
educated, but I have thisto say, that I don’t 
have to go all the way to Kansas to import a 
woman down here to tell Georgia farmers 
what they should do.”’ 

The very roof of the chapel was lifted at 
this, and Mr. Livingston enjoyed the joke. 

Mr. Moore sailed into the subtreasury in 
lively style, and rapped at it from all sides of 
the compass. Things commenced to get 
liveiy when he arraigned the alliance ex- 
change for sending all its money to New York 
for supplies. 

THE ATTACK REPELLED. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, rose in his seat, 
and in an excited manner proclaimed that he 
was surprised to hear this attack upon such a 
grand organization, and said that such dis- 
cussion was highly out of order. His remarks 
were pretty strong, and embodied a strong de- 
fense for the alliance. 

The resignation of Mr. John W. Glenn, of 
Elberton, as a member of the executive com- 
mittee, was read. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, introduced the 
following resolution, which passed without 
discussion, and with only a few dissenting 
votes: ’ 

Resolved, That this society hopes the day will 
soon come when the children of school age, tho 
school commissioners and county boards of edu- 
cation will be relieved of the book monopoly or 
trusts and their agents in Georgia; and endorses 
the report of the state school commissioner in re- 
gard to uniform books, and that the above reso- 
lation be remitted to the Georgia legislature.

The Tybee Scandal Finally Reaches the 
Courts, and an Interesting Tale Will 
Be There Disclosed. 


Savanwan, Ga., August 12.—[{Special.}—A 
bill for total divorce and alimony was filed in 
the superior court tonight, by Mrs. Nellie 
Deetsch Myers, against her husband, Herman 
Myers, president of the National bank of 
Savannah, chairman of the city council, presi- 
dent of the Savannah Grocery Company, and 
member of the firm of H. Myers & Brothers, 
which is heavily interested in the Backer 
failure in New York. 

The divorce proceedings were not a surprise. 
It has been expected for some weeks that 
something of the kind would result. Mr. and 
Mrs. Myers were married ldst April. He is 
forty-five years old and she is seventeen. They 
separated July 9th. 

It is the talk because of the scandal|at Tybee 
beach. Mrs. Myers went north with her 
mother and has been staying in New York and 
at the New Jersey beaches. The bill for di- 
yorce alleges harsh conduct and language by 
Myers, charges of infidelity and un- 
chastity, and that he has _ persecuted 
his wife by placing her under the 
surveillance of a detective and circulating 
base and false charges against her character. 
The trial of the alimony case will take place 
this week.

Morris Stein, a German, Pleads Guilty 
When He Is Not Guilty. 


Governor Northen granted a pardon yes- 
terday to Morris Stein, who three days ago 
plead guilty to peddling without licence, in 
the county court of Greene county. 

Stein isa young German fresh from the 
fatherland, who can neither speak nor under- 
stand English. 

A warrant was issued for Meyer Stein but 
Morris Stein was arrested.

tein, through an interpreter, that the best 
thing he could do would be to plead guilty and 
$5 would pay him out. He did this but the 
judge gave him $25 or six months and 
Stein did not have the money.

“T am op d to the bill in toto,” said the 
senator. ‘‘Drunkenness has for thousands of 
years been recognized as a vice but never as a 
crime. This bill seems to single out a particu- 
lar class and make drunkenness alone a crime 
= them and in this respect it is class legisla- 

ion.”’ 

Senator Lane—Does the senator know of 
any class where drinking or drunkenness may 
80 vitally affect the lives of others? 

Senator Cabaniss—Railroad engineers and 
many others have the lives of the people in 
their hands. 

Senator Todd—I am preparing a bill for 
them. 

Senator Cabaniss made a few more remarks 
on the merits of the bill when the president 
announced that the hour for the joint session 
had arrived and in a body the senate adjourned 
to the hall of the house of representatives to 
hear the speech of the Hon. Patrick Calhoun. 

When the senate reconvened, Senator Todd 
took the floor in favor of the bill: 

“I want this bill to pass,” said 
he, “and I want it to pass 
just like itis. It will have a tendency to stop 
drinking among the doctors. So far as ex- 
cluding them from the practice of their pro- 
fession is concerned, if any are excluded, it 
will be of their own will and accord, because 
they do someing they know will prohibit them 
from practicing.”’ 

Senator Cabaniss—Doesn’t the Bible say, 
Moses said unto you an eye for an eye and a 
tooth fora tooth, but I say unto you, if thy 
brother offend thee, forgive him? 
cuss don’t think it does,’ replied Senator 


From this the discussion took a Biblical 


turn. Senator Cabaniss had the Bible brought: 


in and got his quotation correct. 

“IT recognize that,” said Senator Todd, 
‘fand so far as Biblical precedent was con- 
cerned the bill was fully authorized. How is 
it that we find all the doctors in favor of the 
bill and some lawyers and farmers against it? 
It looks like it might be thought that the 
whisky question had something to do with it.’”’ 

Senator Terrell said that at first he felt in 
clined to oppose the bill but that after a 
with a number of physicians he had conclude 
that some legislation on this line was needed 
and had a substitute to offer; therefore 
he moved that the bill and_ the 
amendment be recommitted. The motion was 
carried and the billis againin the hands of 
the committee on temperance. 

The bill and the amendment by the house,

ailroad Company, of Augusta, were taken up. 
Allthe amendments were agreed to except 
one, which provided that the charter should 
be forfeited unless tive miles were built in five 
years, Senator Warren stating that the line 
contemplated was not that long.

he substitute provides that the judges of 
the superior court shall charge the grand jury 
on the present law making it penal to sell to 
minors. 

Captain Seay’s bill, rendering minors liable 
who procure intoxicating drinks by falsely 
representing their age or the consent of their 
parents,also making it a misdemeanor, will be 
adversely reported. 

General Judiciary of the House. 

The time of the general jadiciary committee 
was taken up principally by a discussion of the 
bill by-Mr. Berner, of Monroe, repealing al) 
present exemptionsfrom jury duty except 
age. Finally the bill was withdrawn that 
some amendment might be made.

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Menaced by McKinleyism. 

The high McKinley tariff has decreased 
our imports from Europe to such an extent 
that certain foreign industries have been 
paralyzed, and many manufacturing centers 
in Germany and Engiand are suffering an 
unprecedented depression. 

It is admitted by the leading newspapers 
of Germany and England that the effect of 
McKinleyism in Europe will be an era of 
hard times, and that the measure is bound 
to react upon the United States. One re- 
sult of this restriction of commerce will be 
to force thousands of unemployed workmen 
in Europe to goto America in search of 
employment. 

When our workmen find themselves 
obliged to compete at home with legions of 
toilers from abroad who have come to this 
country willing to work for a bare living, 
they will realize how little McKinleyism 
protects them. They will be crowded out 
of their places to make room for strangers, 
or yield to a reduction of wages that will 
keep them at the point of starvation. 

All this is the natural and inevitable 
effect of an unwise attempt to interfere with 
the trade relations existing between this 
country and Europe. Experience in the 
past has shown us that when imports from 
abroad are easy our surplus crops are more 
easily and profitably exported. When we 
block our imports it is only with the greatest 
difficulty that we succeed in getting rid of 
our surplus products. 

We must come to this if we stick to a 
prohibitory tariff. It has put in its evil 
work already, but it will be possible for the 
people next year to give this vicious system 
its death blow. Wemust smash the robber 
tariff or suffer the consequences. How dis- 
astrous those consequences will be, our ad- 
vices from the other side of the water have 

made plainly apparent. 


During the Heated Term. 

Within the past few days a hot wave has 
spread over the country with the most dis- 
astrous results. 

In New York and other large northern 
cities sunstroke numbers its victims by 
scores; the weak gasp and die, and strong 
men become raving maniacs. 

Crime and disease now claim their own. 
Men lose all self-control and resort to brutal 
violence upon the slightest provocation. 
The slave of drink who fills himself with 
whisky in the winter because it is cold, now 
soaks himself because it is hot, and runs 
amuck with pistol, knife or razor. 

Nature and inanimate things are out of 
joint. Volcanoes, earthquakes and storms 
shake and scourge the continent, while 
Death walks the waters and blocks our lines 
of travel. 

An angry mob attempts to lynch the 
mayor and council of Kansas City; solid 
citizens skip with the money and the wives 
of their neighbors; demagogues spout sedi- 
tion from the stump, and the mildest of 
Christian reformers, with a sudden rush of 
intemperate zeal, display a disposition to 
club the obdurate sinners who differ with 
them. 

Everything that is evil boils and bubbles, 
and seethes and runs riot during these 
humid, heated days when the dog star is in 
the ascendant. 

Happy is the man who is able to keep 
moderately cool. He will paint nothing 
red, and he will flee from the argumentative 
man as he would from a raging lion. He 
will neither air his own grievances nor listen 
to those of others. He will slacken his pace, 
relax his energies, and keep in the shade 
until the hot wave rolls by. 

Fortunately, in this favored region, we 
may soon look for cool mornings and nights, 
and bracing mountain breezes. This little 
touch of torrid heat is nothing. Most of us 
are able to grin and bear it. 


Down in Lazy-Land, 

The railroads have opened Mexico to 
American enterprise, but the American 
finds so much down there to make him stare 
and gasp that he hardly knows what to do. 

Even in Mexico City the people take life 
as easily and lazily as they did before the 
days of railways and telegraphs. Twenty- 
nine daily papers are published there, and 
they are in every way typically Mexican. 
These morning papers are printed the after- 
noon before the date of publication. It is a 
common thing to hear the newsboys crying,

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Mr. Watson Again. 

As the Patent-Letter-Writer of the Geor- 
gia delegation in congress commend us to 
the Hon. Tom Watson of the tenth district. 
He has written more cards in less time than 
there are colors or combination of colors in 
the rainbow. He writes long cards and short 
cards, good cards or bad cards, humorous or 
pathetic—anything to order, and all ina 
moment’s notice. He breaks out today in 
Savannah, tomorrow in Augusta, this week 
in Atlanta, the next in Athens. This won- 
derfully versatile card-writer is out of his 
element in congress—he should patent his 
process and take to it as a business. 

In a communication to The Athens Ban- 
ner Congressman Watson undertakes to de- 
fine his political position. It isa familiar 
theme and its chief interest lies in the fact 
that his political position needs a good deal 
of defining. This is, indeed, an industrious 
age and if all our statesmen were as busy as 
Congressman Watson, we should have the 
heated term twelve months in the year. 
We have observed that when Mr. Watson is 
not engaged in speaking he fills up the odd 
hours by explaining his speeches, defining 
his position and attacking Tur CoNsTITU- 
TION. 

In his letter to The Banner, he turns aside 
to make a few flings at the people’s newspa- 
per. He says that ‘‘THe ATLANTA Con- 
STITUTION, with its usual want of manli- 
ness and fairness put a construction on the 
speech which you would never have sanc- 
tioned had you first read the speech.’’ As 
those who heard the speech and those who 
have read it well know, there was no possi- 
bility of misconstruing the statements which 
Mr. Watson made, and to whichthe demo- 
crats of the state have taken objection. We 
had supposed that inthe heat and excite- 
ment of his oratory he had gone farther than 
he meant to go, that he had said more than 
he meant to say. But Mr. Watson denies 
this. He declares that he meant what he 
said, and that he has nothing to retract. 
He said in his Atlanta speéch that the plat- 
forms of the democratic and republican par- 
ties were so much alike that it was hard to 
tell them apart, and it was on this declara- 
tion that THE CONSTITUTION called him to 
order. 

Replying to our criticisms, Mr. Watson 
said that we ought to do him the justice to 
print his speech in full. As it happened, a 
stenographic report had been made, and this 
we laid before the public. This report 
showed more clearly than our synopsis had 
shown, that our criticisms were apt and 
timely. Mr. Watson undertook to review 
this stenographic report. He called atten- 
tidh to certain verbal inaccuracies of a triv- 
ial character, but he did not deny and he 
never has denied that he made the statement 
on which THE CONSTITUTION based its crit- 
icism. Where Mr. Watson stood when he 
made his speech he stands now. Instead of 
showing that the democratic party and the 
democratic alliancemen are working together 
with the same end in view, he labeled the 
democratic and the republican party with 
his disgust, and bundled them off to limbo 
together. 

In his letter to The Banner Mr. Watson 
tries to justify himself by criticising certain 
prominent democrats. He is down on Cleve- 
land, down on Hill, down on Brice, and 
down on Roswell P. Flower. He seems to 
regard these men asthe democratic party, 
and wants everybody else to so regard them. 
His objection to Mr. Flower is particularly 
childish, He says the democratic party 
keeps at the head of the congressional cam- 
paign committee Mr. Roswell Flower, a 
national banker. Does Mr. Watson want 
the democratic party to make waron na- 
tional bankers instead of on the inadequate 
and inefficient national bank system? Our re- 
membrance is that Mr. Flower did some ex- 
traordinary work during the last congres- 
sional campaign. As chairman of the con- 
gressional committee he deserves large credit 
for the overwhelming democratic victory 
last November. It is to be feared that there 
are very few democrats who would suit Mr. 
Watson, and those who heard or read his 
Atlanta speech need not be told the reason. 

Mr. Watson continues to flatter himself 
that Tuk CONSTITUTION is ‘‘angry’’ at him 
for ‘other things,’”’ and, not daring to at- 
tack him directly about these ‘‘other 
things,’’ jumped on his speech. This is the 
basis of an attractive spectacle—Mr. Tom 
Watson dancing on the pinnacle of a tre- 
mendous mystery.

The means consisted 
simply in never eating more than one dish at 
each meal, no matter what that dish may be, and a 
person may consume as much as the stomach can 
bear, and satisfy the appetite without the least 
reserve. Nevertheless, nothing but the one dish 
should be taken: no condiments. or soups, or sup- 
plementary desserts should be allowed. This sys- 
tem was recommended to a lady who was slightly 
obese, and who put it into practice with the best 
results. The lady observed that shejsuffered no in- 
convenience whatever from this diet, and the re- 
sult obtained by the medical officer may be well 
understood, as she found by her own experience 
that the partaking of only one dish, whether it be 
meat, fish or vegetables, brought ona sense of 
satiety much sooner than if she had partaken of a 
variety of dishes, whence the effect of relative 
abstinence.

yer the high-muck-a-mucks of the big 
system put their heads together to devise 
ways and means of reducing expenses. 

The plan reached was to make temporary 
shutdowns in the shops all along the line, 
giving the men a vacation as it were—@ vaca- 
tion that they were forced to take without 


4, vacations were arranged to octur 4 
day or twoineach week so that the shops 
would run about three weeks in each month 
until the company had replenished its 
treasury sufficiently to be able to put on the 
regular schedule again. 

A general order to this effect was officially 
promulgated, but the superintendents were 
called into a conference and given their in- 


structions. 
So Tuesday morning when the workmen at 


the Atlanta shops reported for work, they 
were notified that there would be no need for 


them for that day. 
The furnaces were not fired up and the mu- 


sical ring of the anvil was not heard in the 
shops. 

Atthe same time the employes were in- 
formed that they would be cheerfully granted 
leaves of absence for a week or more at a time 
if they wanted it, as there was not much work 
on band and the shops could not run on regu- 
lar time with a full force of hands. 

Yesterday the hands were at work again, 
but under the new order they will get several 
more days of vacation this month. 

As a rule the employes take the matter phil- 
osophically. They would rather be laid off a 
few days than discharged. 

There are about two hundred and fifty men 
employed in the Atlanta shops and the 
monthly pay roll amounts to about thirteen or 


fourteen thousand dollars. 

Of course the bulk of this money goes to 
Atlanta merchants and if the employes have 
to stint themselves one-fourth on account of 
working three weeks a month instead of four, 
there will be just one-fourth of that amount 
not putin circulation. 

Superintendent Hammond said yesterday 
that the shops are usually occupied at this 
time of the yearin doing work in advance for 
the rough season and providing for estimated 
growth and increase of business, and that in 
making this reduction the company simply 
determined to put off this work until itis 
actually needed. It isonly done at this season 
to keep the men busy, as there is not enough 
regular work in the dull months to give em- 
ployment to the force required in the busy 


season. 
It is estimated that the Terminal will save 
something like one hundred thousand dullars 
per month by the order shutting down the 
shops all over the system one week in the 
month.

MAJOR BACON ON CIGARETTES. 


He Thinks Grown Men Need no Law on 
the Subject. 

The Macon Telegraph has the following inter- 
esting interview with Major A. O. Bacon: 

Major Bacon had to stand a little chaff from 
the boys, old and young, onthe corner yes- 
terday. He had just returned from Atlanta where 
he had been before the committee of the legisla- 
ture to argue against the cigarette bill which 1s 
now under consideration and which makes it a 
crime to manufacture or sell cigarettes in the 
state of Georgia. The major stood the chaff well 
enough until they began crowding him a little and 
then he rounded on the boys, and it would have 
done your heart good to see them “git.” All except 
the Corner Man, and he, conscious of having said 
something against cigarette smoking at one time, 
wanted to crawl away somewhere, but the gutter 
and sewer opening at the corner were an impos- 
sibility; the late rains andsand wash have put 
those “‘out of sight,’’ so he had to take it while the 
others listened, 

“Look here,” said the major, “you fellows 
think I have been up to Atlanta talking about a 
small thing, but I want to show you that I have 
been talking about a mighty big thing, and I 
have been trying to save the states of Virginia, 
Georgia and Carolina a total annual revenue of 
$4,000,000.”’ 

“Four million dollars! Yes, sir, $4,000,000,” 
and the major repeated the words with such force 
that the Corner Man felt ashamed of himself, he 
was 60 poor. “Four million dollars,” went on the 
major, ‘‘is the income derived by the farmers of 
these three states from the sale of the 15,000,000 
pounds of tobacco purchased by the manufac- 
turers of cigarettes, and used by them in the man- 
ufacture of what you are pleased to call the 
‘death stick.’”’ 

Horrors! These were the very words used by 
the Corner Man, and the major was after him sure 
enough. 

“What I went there to protect,” he went on, 
“was not the men who want to make cigarettes, 
but the income derived fromthe tobacco used in 
the cigarettes, which is $4,000,000 each year. 
Perhaps you think that this is not werth pro- 
tecting. 

“1 am not arguing for the use of cigarettes 
minors, for I wish with all my heart that the law 
already existing, which is for such cases, made 
and provided, could be more strictly enforced. 
Nor aml arguing in favor of adulterated cigar-

Yesterday the Investigation of the Books 


Was Completed, and the Bondsmen 
Must Now Ante Up. 


" Twenty thousand, eight hundred and ninety- 
one dollars and thirty cents. 

That’s the exact amount of ex-Business 
Agent Wynn’s shortage with the alliance ex- 
change. 

Yesterday the investigation of the books was 
completed by Colonel Broughton for the ex- 
change, and Mr. A. T. Haltiwanger repre- 
senting the bondsmen. 

Mr. Wynn and one of his bondsmen were 
also present during the investigation. 

The amount of the shortage, $20,891.30, is 
accepted as correct by the bondsmen, and all 
that now remains to bedone is for them 
make the shortage good to the exchange. 

Or else Mr. Wynn will be dealt with by the 
law. 

Colonel Broughton says that the exchange’s 
interest will be closely watched, and unless 


‘his bondsmen act promptly Mr. Wynn will be 


dealt with. 

Mr. Wynn states that his bondsmen have 
only been waiting for a satisfactory investiga- 
tion of his affairs, and now that this has been 
acceptably done they will make good his short- 
age without delay. 

The Experts Tallied. 

In examining the books the results of Colo- 
nel Broughton and Mr. Haltiwanger tallied 
exactly. 

The discrepancies were so plausibly covered 
by Mr. Wynn, that among accountants who 
have become interested in the matter, it is a 
nine days’ wonder how Colonel Broughton 
discovered the shortage. 

Wynn acknowledged every item of discrep- 
ancy asit was brought out in the investiga- 
tion, and the bondsman who witnessed the 
work said he believed Colonel Broughton was 
the only man in the alliance who could have 
successfully straightened out the accounts. 

Wynn's method of transaction has already 
been explained. 

He would buy goods from brokers and got 
an invoice for the same. He would then, be- 
fore the goods were delivered, give a note 
signed as state agent in payment for the goods, 
and have the invoice marked paid. 

“Cash” Transaction. 


This invoice he handed in to the book- 
keeper, who would enter the trade as a cash 
transaction, having no knowledge of the note 
which Wynn had given in payment instead of 
the cash. 

When these deals were made Wynn drew 
from the bank on check the 
moaey that should have gone to 
the payment of the goods purchased, and for 
which his notes as agent were outstanding, 
and convert to his private use. 

These deals were usually made through the 
brokerage firms of Thomas B. Paine & Co. 
and G. B. Everett & Co., who hold most of 
the notes given by Wynn to accomplish his 
fraud. 

The goods have not, however. been delivered, 
and while the brokers lose nothing they still 
have the big orders of goods on hand, the ex- 
change of course declining toallow Wyun’s or- 


der to stand. . 
Notes Protested. 


Yesterday several of these notes went to 
protest, and Colonel] Broughton says the others 
will also go to protest as the exchange will 
ignore thé transactions they represent. 

Besides this manner of converting the ex- 
change’s funds to his private use Wynn also 
made what is known as accommodation papers 
—notes signed by him as state business agent 
and discounted by brokers and bankers. - 

The Capital City bank and the Lowry Banka 
ing Company hold some of this paper, though 
how much Colonel Broughton does not state. 

The total amount of notes held by the 
brokers mentioned is also withheld.

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 12.—The stock market today 

reversed its temper of the last two days, and while 

still dull and featureless for thegeneral list, was strong 


almost throughout the entire session anda material | 


Improvement was made in all the leading shares. 
The market for the present. it is conceded, hangs on 
the Union Pacific affair, and the market today certainly 
took its tone from that stock, which recovered the 
loss of yesterday. There wasan announcement made 
that a syndicate had certainly been made upand that 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. would be largely represented 
in it, which precipitated a rush to cover the shorts in 
the Union Pacific with the result of sharp but steady 
appreciation in the value of stocks on large transac- 
gions, nearly 32,000 shares of it changing hands in the 
first hour. Reports affecting crops continued to be 
most favorable, and Rock Island kept closely behind 
the Union Pacific on the upward movement, while 
Burlington was also specially strong and the late 
weak stocks, including Louisville and Nashville and 
Missouri Pacific, made substantial improvement. 
Buying of foreigners or what was made to appear as 
such, was a potent factor in making a strong opening, 
and first prices, while generally only a small fraction 
better than last night’s figures, were soon surpassed, 
Burlington responded to more tavorable news in re- 
gard to the corncrop by an opening gain of % per 
cent, while Union Pacific was up 1 per cent and the 
heavy trading in the last named with its decided 
strength, helped by rumors of closer relations in the 
near future between it and other large western roads, 
including* he{Missouri Pacific and Atchison. Itwas gen- 
erally believed that byjthe decline of the previous few 
days, the short interest had been unduly augumented 
and the feeling in the room was, therefore, more 
bullish than usual of late. and traders were ripe for 
rally. The buying with purchases for foreign aceount 
madea strong opening and continued the covering 
ofshorts, with new buying for long account, kept 
prices moving upward until near 2p. m., when Union 
Pacific had reached 36, Rock Island following closely 
with Burlington, Cleveland, Chicago. Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis, Louisville and some others 
showing marked strength. Realizations on advances 
of the day caused a partial reactionin the last hour 
and Union Pacific lost over 1 per; cent and others in 
proportion. The market finally closed rather heavy 
at concessions, but with prices generally ata materal 
improvement over last night’s figures. Trading was 
larger than for any day for some _ time, being 240,000 
listed and 3,000 unlisted, Union Pacific furnishing 
75,965; Burlington, 30,480; St. Paul, 23,900, and Rock Is- 
land, 24,350.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 12.—On top of the 3c advance 
recorded in wheat yesterday there was piled today « 
further appreciation of 2’,c in the ruling option—De- 
cember—though l‘sc had disappeared at the close. 
The market was inanextremely nervous state, The 
genera! feeling in the pit favored higher prices, but the 
uncertainty as to the size of the uncovered short in- 
terest here unsettled confidence and tended to an 
evening up of trades, both long and short, at the first 
sign of danger. ‘The result was a series of stampedes, 
which alternately sent the market up and down in a 
most bewildering fashion. The general tendency of 
the session, however, was upward. The news at the 
opening was bullish. London reported cargoes for 
prompt shipment Is 3d up,and Liverpool was id 
higher. At the start the bulls seemed to doubt the 
wisdom of pressing the advantage they obtained yes- 
terday, and this gave the bears some show of courage, 
The opening price was at 95c to 95'5c, against 947,c at 
the close yesterday. The longs then began to realize, 
and their sales broke the market to 94i,c within a few 
minutes, and there was a reaction to 95\,c. But re- 
newed offerings quickly sent the price off again to 945,c. 
Then came a period of comparative steadiness, the 
market holding between 944cand 95',c. Then Paris 
cables reported an advanceof '¢ francin wheat and 1 
tranc in flour, and the price bulged to 96%¢c. This ad- 
vance was assisted by reports of heayy export clear- 
ances onthe Atlantic seaboard and gulf. Notwith- 
standing the heavy liquidation of Pardridge yesterday, 
he was understood to be still heavily short, and 
operators were calling him sharply for mar- 
gin. He finally told them that he would 
put up no more margin and that they 
could cover themselves in open market, which they 
proceeded todo, It was estimated that purchases of 
his account, “under the rule,’’ aggregated 1,000,000 
bushels, and this buying put the price up to 97%c, the 
top figure of theday. When these demands were sat- 
isfied the market sagged off, but closed firm at 96c. 

Corn started off easy and September sold from 6944@ 
534,c, the weakness being due to the late fine rains in 
the corn belt and the hesitation in wheat at the opening. 
The shorts took advantage of the weakness to cover and 
the market rallied some. Finally, when wheat made 
its big advance, corn got excited and September sold 
to 60%c. Pardridge was short on considerable corn, 
and when it was found that his wheat brokers were 
buying him in his corn brokers did the same thing, 
hence the advance to 60%c, Afterthe flurry was over 
September sold off to 5S$,c and closed at 59'¢c. 

Oats were quiet but strong most of the day, influ- 
enced chiefiy by the strength in the other grains. 

Hog products had another dul! day and prices ruled 
steady. Theexcitementin grain seemed to be entirely 
lost on the provision market. Receipts of live hogs 
were 2,500 more than expected, and there was very lit- 
tle demand for the product. September pork kept 
between $10.40@$1).55 and closed at $10.42's.

Lenton 2 Bros, & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
Received over Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Private Wire by 

Messrs. Youngbiood & Haas. 

CHICAGO, August 12.—There are more tired 
brokers and disgusted speculators today than we have 
seen forsome time. Brokers who had limited and 
stop orders, and tried to execute them satisfactorily 
for their customers, have been worried to death. It 
was difficult to make sales at the opening prices, 
trades being made at all sorts of prices in different 
parts of the crowd. There was some little weak for- 
eign news, and Bradstreet had rather a bearish report 
of a large increase and holders were inclined to real- 
ize, causing a weak spell. Very soon after the open- 
ing Bradstreet changed his estimate, however, making 
the available increase very light. Exporters bought 
very heavily, firming our market up t6 about the open- 
ing prices, when some heavy local speculators became 
heavy buyers. Then came rumors of Pardridge being 
in trouble, and orders from a house doing business 
with him to close their trades started the market ona 
regular flurry, advancing it fully 2 cents a bushel, with 
quotations in some instances fully ‘sc apart. We think 
the advance will check the buying for export, and 
that a decline of several cents per bushel from the 
high prices of today is quite probable. 

Corn was quite active,and advanced in sympathy 
with wheat, but holders were free sellers around 60c, 
and the advance was all lost at the close. 

Parties having August rye sold are having great dif 
fioulty in protecting their contracts. The receipts are 
light, and there is scarcely anything offered. There 
were some sales in September from 83c up to 89c, 
There were several sales in August reported at 89c to 
89'<c, and possibly one or two sales early from 8&3e to 
Sic. This latter, however, could not be verified. 

Mess pork was almost entirely neglected. There was 
some little trading in lard and ribs at slightly higher 
prices than yesterday.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 12.—The stock market today 
reversed its temper ofthe last two days, and while 
still dull and featureless for thegeneral list, was strong 
almost throughout the entire session anda material 
Improvement was made in all the leading shares. 
The market for the present, it is conceded, hangs on 
the Union Pacific affair, and the market today certainly 
took its tone from that stock, which recovered the 
loss of yesterday. There wasan announcement made 
that a syndicate had certainly been made upand that 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. would be largely represented 
in it, which precipitated a rush to cover the shorts in 
the Union Pacific with the result of sharp but steady 
appreciation in the value of stockson large transac- 
gions, nearly 32,000 shares of it changing hands in the 
first hour. Reports affecting crops continued to be 
most favorable, and Rock Island kept closely behind 
the Union Pacific on the upward movement, while 
Burlington was also specially strong and the late 
week stocks, including Louisville and Nashville and 
Missouri Pacific, made substantial improvement. 
Buying of foreigners or what was made to appear as 
such, was a potent factor in making a strong opening, 
and first prices, while generally only a small fraction 
better than last night’s figures, were soon surpassed, 
Burlington responded to more tavorable news in re- 
gard to the corn crop by an opening gain of % per 
cent, while Union Pacific was up 1 per cent and the 
heavy trading in the last named with its decided 
strength, helped by rumors of closer relations in the 
near future between it and other large western roads, 
including’ he{Missouri Pacific and Atchison. Itiwas gen- 
erally believed that byjthe decline of the previous few 
days, the short interest had been unduly augumented 
and the feeling in the room was, therefore, more 
bullish than usual of late, and traders were ripe for 
rally. The buying with purchases for foreign account 
made a strong opening and continued the covering 
ofshorts, with new buying for long account, kept 
prices moving upward until near 2p. m., when Union 
Pacific had reached 36, Rock Island following closely 
with Burlington, Cleveland, Chicago. Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis, Louisville and some others 
showing marked strength. Realizations on advances 
of the day caused a partial reaction in the last hour 
and Union Pacific lost over 1 per, cent and others in 
proportion. The market finally closed rather heavy 
at concessions, but with prices generally ata materal 
improvement over last night’s figures. Trading was 
larger than for any day for some _ time, being 240,000 
listed and 3,000 unlisted, Union Pacific furnishing 
75,965; Burlington, 30,480; St. Paul, 23,900, and Rock Is- 
land, 24,350.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 12.—On top of the 3c advance 
recorded in wheat yesterday there was piled today a 
further appreciation of 2’,c in the ruling option—De- 
cember—though ligsc had disappeared at the close. 
The market was in an extremely nervous state. The 
general feeling in the pit favored higher prices, but the 
uncertainty as to the size of the uncovered short in- 
terest here unséttled confidence and tended to an 
evening up of trades, both long and short, at the first 
sign of danger. ‘The result was a series of stampedes, 
which alternately sent the market up and down in a 
most bewildering fashion. The general tendency of 
the session, however, was upward. The news at the 
opening was bullish. London reported cargoes for 
prompt shipment Is 3d up,and Liverpool was id 
higher. At the start the bulls seemed to doubt the 
wisdom of pressing the advantage they obtained yes- 
terday, and this gave the bears some show of courage. 
The opening price was at 95c to 96'!5c, against 947,c at 
the close yesterday. The longs then began to realize, 
and their sales broke the market to 94i,c within a few 
minutes, and there was a reaction to 95'\,c. But re- 
newed offerings quickly sent the price off again to 945,c. 
Then came a period of comparative steadiness, the 
market holding between 944cand 95',c. Then Paris 
cables reported an advance of '¢ francin wheat and 1 
trance in flour, and the price bulged to 96%c. This ad- 
vance was assisted by reports of heayy export clear- 
ances on the Atlantic seaboard and gulf. Notwith- 
standing the heavy liquidation of Pardridge yesterday, 
he was understood to be still heavily short, and 
operators were calling him sharply for mar- 
gin. He finally told them that he would 
put up no more margin and that they 
could cover themselves in open market, which they 
proceeded to do, It was estimated that purchases of 
his account, “under the rule,’’ aggregated 1,000,000 
bushels, and this buying put the price up to 97%c, the 
top figure of theday. When these demands were sat- 
isfied the market sagged off, but closed firm at %6c. 

Corn started off easy and September sold from 594@ 
534c, the weakness being due to the late fine rains in 
the corn belt and the hesitation in wheat at the opening. 
The shorts took advantage of the weakness to cover and 
the market rallied some. Finally, when wheat made 
its big advance, corn got excited and September sold 
to 60%c. Pardridge was short on considerable corn, 
and when it was found that his wheat brokers were 
buying him ir his corn brokers did the same thing, 
hence the advance to 60%c, Afterthe flurry was over 
September sold off to 58',c and closed at 59'¢c. 

Oats were quiet but strong most of the day, influ- 
enced chiefiy by the strengtb in the other grains. 

Hog products had another dul] day and prices ruled 
steady. Theexcitementin grain seemed to be entirely 
lost on the provision market. Receipts of live hogs 
were 2,500 more than expected, and there was very lit- 
tle demand for the product. September pork kept 
between $10.40@§12.55 and closed at $10.42's.

CHICAGO, August 12.—There are more tired 
brokers and disgusted speculators today than we have 
seen forsome time. Brokers who had limited and 
stop orders, and tried to execute them satisfactorily 
for their customers, have been worried to death. It 
was difficult to make sales at the opening prices, 
trades being made at all sorts of prices in different 
parts of the crowd. There was some little weak for- 
eign news, and Bradstreet had rather a bearish report 
of a large increase and holders were inclined to real- 
ize, causing a weak spell. Very soon after the open- 
ing Bradstreet changed his estimate, however, making 
the available increase very light. Exporters bought 
very heavily, firming our market up t about the open- 
ing prices, when some heavy local speculators became 
heavy buyers.

Mess pork was almost entirely neglected. There was 
some little trading in lard and ribs at slightly higher 
prices than yesterday.

THE SCALE ORDINANCE. 


The Ordinance Is Being Printed—The Coal 
Men Want to Employ a Sworn 
Weigher—Other News. 


The scales ordinance, as adopted by the 
city council, is being printed. Two hundred 
copies have been ordered printed for distribu- 
tion. The scales arein readiness and a!l that 
is needed is the appointment and confirmation 
of two weighers, which will be done MM@iday. 

At the meeting of the council Monday next 
an amendment will be offered to the original 
ordinance which makes a yery great change 
in its operation. Underthe ordinance, as it 
now stands, any person can require a coal 
dealer or other dealers under the provision of 
the ordinance, to have their loads carried to 
the public scales and weighed. Under the 
proposed amendment only policemen or buyers 
can require this. Ccal dealers raised a great 
protest at the original ordinance, saying that 
they would be subjected to endless worry by 
having discharged drivers, or others who have 
@ petty spite against them, demand that they 
drive their wagons to the public scales. 

It is also rumored that an ordinance which 
does away with the public scales entirely will 
be introduced Monday afternoon. The ordi- 
nance will provide for the employment by 
each dealer, affected by the ordinance, of a 
sworn weigher. This ordinance is favored by 
the coal dealers, but whether it will be intro- 
duced or not could not be ascertained. 

No Bids Yet. 

Although the bids for the Forsyth street 
bridge are to be opened at the council meeting 
next Monday afternoon, none have yet been 
received. 

As advertised, the bids will be received by 
City Clerk Woodward. 

‘‘You may say,” said Mr. Turner, chairman 
of the bridge committee, yesterday, ‘‘that one 
of the bids which will be opened Monday 
afternoon will be acceptable. The bidders 
know now about what figures will be accepte 
able to the council and they will make their 
bids accordingly.”’ 

Off for Tybee. 
Park Woodward, the clever city clerk, ac- 
companied by Dr. Rose and Mr. Gaines Chis- 
holm, will leave Saturday for Tybee islaud. 
They go for a ten days’ fishing trip and will 
come back with a fund of fish stories which 
they will defy the world to beat.
